RedsC!aim Discovery 
Gr Most AncientRugs 


In Frozen-up Tomb 


MOSCOW, USSR.—According to 
newspaper reports here, Soviet ar- 
cheologists have found the oldest 
rugs in the world. 

The press reports said the rugs 
were discovered in-the rich tomb 
of tribal chieftains in the distant 
Altai. The treasures, it was added. 
ire 2,500 years old. 

Further, it was said, one of the 
two carpets is as fine an example 
of rug making as the best Persian 
rugs up to now. 

The reports said the 
bodies of the princes 
cesses buried in the tomb, and 
many other’ interesting objects 
were in an excellent state of pre 
servation since the tomb was per- 
manently frozen. One of the rugs. 
the articles said, was of felt and 
quite large, about 13 by 20 feet. 

It depicts a divine being sitting 
on a throne with a tree in his hands 
The second rug is velvet and of ex- 
traordinary high quality. Both have 
many colors. Soviet scientists said 
they were made in the fifth century 
before Christ. 

Two bodies, one of a man, the 
other of a woman, found in the 
tomb are embalmed, On the head 
of the woman was a tiaralike head- 
gear, 5 

The tomb itself was luxuriously 
appointed. The walls were covered 
with felt cloth on which were pic- 
tures of griffins (mythical mon- 
sters, half lion and half eagle), In 
another section was a chariot, a 
decorated saddle, bridles and sad- 
dle cloth. They were made of felt 
and cove*’red with ornamented 
cloths with embroidered flowers 
and birds of paradise.

Earth’s Atmosphere Rocks 


With Wave-Like Disturbance 

NEW YORK. — The British 
naval physical laboratory, 
Slough, England, has reported 
that the top of the earth’s at- 
mosphere rocks to and fro with 
a wave-like motion, 

The motion is like that of 
water in the top of a bucket 
after ithas been tilted. There are 


both waves and ripples. The dis- 
covery, it was said, shows that 


the wave motion can be pre- 
dicted, and this forecasting 
promises a new step in radio. 

It might be used to beam 
radio long distances, far around 
the curvature of the earth, and 
far beyond the limits of radar. 
Such a beam might aid in steer- 
ing a guided missile to a trans- 
ocean target.

PHILADELPHIA.—A blind man’s 
charity has saved from prison four 
men convicted of an attack upon 
him which cost him his sight. 

The blind pardoner was Clair 
Reed, Jr., 33-year old former taxi 
driver. The men he saved from 
prison were cabbies too. They were 
convicted of participating in an at- 
tack upon Reed in which Reed lost 
his vision when struck with a tire 
iron. 

Reed felt his way to the witness 
chair when the men came up for 
sentencing. As the four convicted 
drivers watched their permanently 
Sightless victim, Reed told the 
judge: “I don’t feel these boys 
should go to jail because of this

Scientist Changes Mercury 
To Gold, But Cost foo High 
CHICAGO, -- It remained for | 
modern science to do something 
the ancient alchemists sought Jo do 
for centuries--turn base metal into 


gold. 
But, there is a catch, as usual 
The process costs so much more 


than the price of gold that ‘twould 
be folly to fool with it. 

Dr. Arthur Dernpster, of the Ar- 
reported 
it had been learned that a small 
portion of mercury would change 
into gold if bombarded by neutrons 
in an atomie pile. But this is no | 
of making gold, for 
it costs many times the $35 an 
ounce being paid for gold, 

Dr. Dempster said Argonne phy 
sicists found that a very weak mer- | 


cury isotope— or particle of mat- 
ter made radioactive—had a great 
capacity to absorb neutrons. This | 


particular isotope has an atomic 
Weight of 166, : 

A sample of mercury 196 was 
Sent to the Hanford (Wash.) labor- | 
atory of the atomic energy com- |} 
mission and placed under neutron 
bombardment in the atomic pile. 
It was left there two weeks, 

At the end of that time it was 
found that a small portion of the 
mercury had been transformed into 
gold,

HARRISBURG, PA.- “A magnetic 


eye for automobiles prevented a 
make-believe railroad crossing ac- 
cident here recently. Inventors of 
the gadget say it performs the fol- 
lowing feats: 

Registers the approach of a train 
at a railroad crossing, 
Brakes the automobile to a stop. 
Turns off the motor of the car. 
Keeps the car stopped until the 

train passes,

ings. These coils would be tied in 
with the blinker signal system now 
used at many crossings. 

As>a train approaches, it would 
set off a magnetic impulse from the 
roadbed coils. These impulses 
would be caught by the magnetic 
eye in the automobile, The magnetic 
eye in turn would operate the 
brakes and turn off the ignition, 

“We've worked 19 years on this 
project and we think it's foolproof,” 
said Roeder, “If the equipment was 
installed at every grade crossing in 
the country and if every automobile 
nad our magnetic eye, grade cross- 
ing accidents would go down to 
zero.”
